In weighing the merits of the new 
Tariff Bill submitted by the Demo- 
cratic majority of the Ways and 
Means Committee, it should be con- 
sidered that the Committee has had 
to deal with the complicated, perplex- 
ing and distasteful problem that a 
popular form ot government affords. 
The American people particularly, 
who have so unnaturally exalted the 
spirit of trade, can never view with 
unmixed satisfaction, though they ad- 
mit its necessity, auy measure that 
takes from their private stock ot 
wealth even to add to the public store. 
Much more impatient, then, will they 
bo of a bill that must, in its nature, 
bear more or less unequally upon all 
branches ot industry, and which is 
fastened upon them by theirownespe- 
cially selected servant*. No matter 
how successful the political party that 
deals with the question may be from 
an absolute point of view, it will be 
more Btrange than otherwise if the 
people, each seeing some neighbor 
borne upon less heavily than himself, 
and forgetting in turn that he escapes 
more lightly than others, do not make 
it to a considerable degree the catspaw 
of their selfishness and petulance. 
Therefore we are prepared to expect a 
great deal of temporary dissatisfac- 
tion, with the proposed Tariff Bill 
among all classes and ranks of life; 
and, until the better common sense of 
the American people overcome their 
first ungenerous fretfulneess, may ex- 
pect to see thia dissatisfaction reflected 
from the polls. It :n in the advanced 
-pi. it of fairness that must sooner or 
later prevail throughout the nation, 
that we would now beg our immedi- 
ate friends end neighbors to contem- 
plate this mighty measure. 

The «ew Tariff Bill is an immense 
advance in the right direction over 
anything the present generation has 
seen. A few facts will show. This 
is an age of iron; iron enters as a ne- 
cessity directly or indirectly into 
every man's existence, and under the 
new bill iron ore is free, and the 
metal itself in its manufactured forms 
taxed scarce half what it has been. 
We cannot possibly do without lum- 
ber; our forest supply has been great- 
ly reduced, especially near the large 
centres; but now the enhancement in 
priw, consequent upon its increasing 
scarcity, will be kept in check by ad- 
mitting free lumber from the yet 



friendly criticism. The Committee 
have gone a long way in carrying into 
practice the Democratic doctrine of 
tariff reform ; their reduction, on the 
Whole, In prevailing rates has been 
more extensive than could have been 
expected, but it seems to us they have 
uot grappled this hydra-headed sub- 
ject in that utterly fearless spirit that 
could alone hope to attain the highest 
Its; nor have they, in the detailed 
application of accepted theory, proved 
themselves without fault. Awed, to 
illustrate, bv the clamor of the ex- 
treme free trading press, vociferating 
the wholly artificial doctrine that 
what Is once on the free list should re- 
main on the free list on the one hand, 
other bowing to the hector- 
ing wrath of the Louisiana delega- 
tion, they have, in the important mat- 
ter of the sugar sclftTdule, effected a 
compromise that pleases no one. 
Hearkening to a mere popular out- 
cry, they have violated a deep under- 
lying principle of their party, while 
at the same time the sugar-growers 
tisfled with a pro- 
prove more of a snare than a benefit. 
It is the true theoiy of the Democratic 
party, and should be the controlling 
motive in solving all tax questions, 
that taxes should be so distributed as 
produce the least amount of incon- 
venience to the masses commensurate 
ith the amount of revenue raised ; 
id this theory should be steadfastly

and Southwestern railroad. It 
read with both interest and 
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wing trusts; coal 
ted free, and the seaboard, which 
it so much in creating, our sup- 
• daily use, will have the bene- 



fits of a competition that cannot well 
be stifled. Few appreciate what an 
important factor chemistry, as applied 
to the arts, plays in our commerce; 
there is scarcely a branch of manufac- 
ture into which it does not enter; the 
acids which a.e the chemical products 
most largely used will henceforth be 
admitted free. Neither the physical 
nor the spiritual needs of man are 
overlooked; both food products and 
works of art will be admitted without 
charge. In other important uarticu- 
lars, where the duty has not been 
wholly eliminated, noticeable cuts have 
been made. The first cost of iron, 
steel, pottery, glass, woolen and cotton 
manufactures will have been reduced 
on an average of almost half; and as 
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or two Immaterial exceptions, the tar. 
iff is left without advance. 

The beuefits that will accrue to the 
poor and all in moderate circumstances 
from this very general reductioi 
tariff charges, are very great indeed ; 
and even the wealthier industrial 
classes, unless all rules of political 
economy as well as the recognized ex- 
perience of other lands are at fault, 
will profit more by the increased 
stimulus tO manufacture free raw ma- 
terials will bring about than they will 
lose bv the withdrawal of an enervat- 
ing protective bounty. 

But we do not mean to say the bill 
is without fault, or that we would be 
content to see it remain unimproved, 
It is uot yet the bill that a Democratic 
Cougress has agreed upon or a Demo- 
Piesident endorsed ; and in the 
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loss of all conflicting hobbies or 
tenets. In keeping with such a broad 
design, it may sometimes be found 
necessary to tax a staple universally 
used, though by no individual in very- 
large quantities, in order that other 
cessaries, still more indispensable to 
a numerous classes that can least 
afford to be taxed, may be provided at 
a still greater reduction of cost. Such 
an occasion has arisen here ; but the 
Committee have failed to grasp it. If 
a tax ot one cent a pound had been re- 
placed on sugar a vast amount of 
money would have been raised with- 
out producing any perceptible hard- 
ship anywhere, which profit could 
have been advantageously turned to 
account in extinguishing the rather 
high tariff of 35 per cent, the Com- 
mittee have left on cotton and woolen 
manufactures— -tho very items which, 
of all in the tariff list, now bear 
heaviest on the poor throughout 
land. Incidental to this far penel 
ing error, emanating from a too Dar- 
POW concfution of their mission, has 
grave mistake of tolerating, 
modified form, a bounty— a 
thing wholly repugnant to the spirit 
and tradition of the party, and ever in 
in the past the object of its loudest de- 
nunciations and eagerly proclaimed 
promises of reform. 

We think, too, that the tariff on 
pearl, ivory, silks, and the more fanci- 
ful articles of food aud apparel, might, 
in keeping with the increasing wealth 

been increased rather than otherwise 
to the advantage of still further re- 
ductions in the manufactures list. In- 
deed it is questionable whether, with- 
out such a reduction, too great a dis- 
crimination is not made against the 
producers of raw material ; though a 
country so fertile of natural resources 
as ours can scarcely be heard to com- 
plaiu with justice of such a slight, if it 
does iu fact exist. We are sorry not to 
see aluminum transferred to the free 
list, on the other hand. If scientific 
indications are not amiss, the next 
century will be the age of aluminum 
as this has been of iron ; and we think 
a free market for this most important 
product open to the whole world 
would greatly stimulate its production 
and hurry to the general advantage 
the expected era, while a valuable 
precedent would he established when 
the metal is yet in its infancy for its 
future unrestricted introduction. 

Descending to further details, we 
uote several inconsistencies in the bill, 
such as reducing the tariff on opium to 
avoid smuggling, while the tariff on 
diamonds, which, while low. is yet 
high enough to keep three-fourths of 
the importations away from the Cus- 
tom House, is increased. Errors of 
this character, however, are not so ma- 
terial. 

The administrative portion of the 
bill is said to be an improvemept. 
Certainly the speedy and decisive 
method iu which all questions of ap- 



praise m On t are to be settled, and the 
directness of appeals on points of law, 
will be an advantage under a tariff 
where nearly all the duties are ad va- 
lorem. It is a doubtful policy, how- 
ever, to have taken away the penalty 
duties for false declarations. 

The system of collecting duties on 
an ad valorem basis is certainly (he 
only fair one in theory; aud the coun- 
try will gladly welcome Mr. Wilson's 
statement that it is not more produc- 
tive of fraud through under-valuation 
than the system of specific duties now 
in vogue. 

The bill then, as a whole, holds out 
fair hopes of fulfilling the Democratic 
promises to the country and, in doing 
that, of conferring iu cheapened neces- 
sities of life a blessing upon the peo- 
ple. Its defective details and occa- 
sional friction with the fundamental 
and approved principles of the party 
may be righted in Committee of the 
whole, and in many important particu- 
lars we believe will be. The defi- 
ciency that is promised, for several 
reasons that may bo demonstrated, is 
rather acceptable than otherwise. It 
can be met, too, in a manner that will 
m t be oppressive. And in conclusion 
iUhonld be deemed a matter for un- 
doubted congratulation, even if there 
be an exception or two brought about 
by on uuusual stress of circumstances, 
that the Committee has in so very 
many instances completely disregard- 
ed the selfish and shameless demands 
of protection evon when coining, as 
was often the case, from their own 
Democratic d istricts.

We have very little sympa- 
thy with unnatural parents who need 
to call iu the aid of the State to main 
tain family discipline. Something 
must be wrong with the home life and 
irroundinge of children whose par- 
its connot manage them. Perhaps 
the old-fashioned ways of training 
were not perfect, but they had the 
merit of not setting aside parental cor- 
rective influences for those that the 
State affords when the offenders be- 
come in corrigible. The habit of de- 
pending on the government, cither 
State or national, for what a man 
ought to do for himself, is a thoroughly 
bad one. It is especially bad when 
State paternalism is invoked to super- 
sede the home in the training of chil- 
dren.— American Cultivator. 

Hon. Thomas Whitehead, Virginia 
Commissioner of Agriculture, w 
us recommending those who wis 
engage in growing deer in parks to in- 
vestigate the advantages which the 
mountain regions of his State affords.

One 
of the most essential requirements in 
the poultry house is light, as the hens 
will abandon a darkened house dur- 
ing the daytime, no matter how warm 
it is. Instead of using very large 
windows, there sholud be very small 
windows on at least two sides (( 
front and at the ends), so as to re 
the house light and cheerful in < 
part. Another advantage in us 
number of small wiudows is that they 
are cheaper than large ones, and the 
cost is increased but little. They also 
admit the sunlight from all quarters 
during the whole of the day, and aid 
in more rapidly drying the floor, 
should it be damp.— Ex.

Notes About Sheep 

If you are keeping sheep with i 
eye to t ho value ol the wool produi 
you mttst maintain the animals In i 

evec condition through the wlnu 
Sl.oep which aro half starved will 
have weak spots In their wool In the 
spring. 

Change the bedding of the sheep 
ollen, for they frequently foul their 
quarters when kept in confinement. 
See that they are kept clean and dry. 
if yon want them to thrive, and tu 
keep in good health. 

Sheepmasters now understand pret- 
ty thoroughly the importance of di- 
viding their flocks into small numbers 
and of separating the young from tho 
old. The same thing Bhould be ap- 
plied in the management of cattle. 
These are too often grown indiscrimi- 
nately, animals of almost every age 
being crowded together In small yardi 
and sheds. The natural consequence 
of such promiscuous herding is that 
the largest and strongest take their 
choice of the food and leave the refuse 
to be eaten by the younger and weaker 
animals. If yarded separately the 
best fodder should be given to those 
animals which now get the poorest, In 
order to help them along to a condi- 
tion of profit. The health and thrlfti- 
ness ot the herd can be much better 
maintained by feeding in small num- 
bers, divided according to age and 
size, and there will be also a great sav- 
ing in food, for where many animals 
are fed together there will always be 
much waste. — Indiana Farmer. 



Of late years there has been a ten- 
dency in this-cquniry to pattern after 
the preferences of the English breeders 
of Brahmas and Cochins. As is 
known to many, the English breeder 
endeavors to have the Brahmas and 
Cochins covered from the skull to the 
toes with a mass of feathers so thick 

to give the birds almost the appear- 
ance of puff-balls, and competition has 
raged mostly on leg-feathering. In 
fact it is beginning to be a conjecture 
whether such birds are not now en- 
dowed with more feathers on the un- 
der side of the body than above, and 
it will soon be possible to entirely 
hide the shanks from view. American 
birds have heretofore been well-feath- 
ered on the shanks, but in comparison 
with some of the birds imported from 
Europe, their leg-feathering is defi- 
cient. It is a war of leg-feathering, 
and it looks >s if the Englishman 
would win and supersede ourbirdsby 
those bred by him. We believe it a 
great mistake, from a utilitarian point 
of view, for Asiatics to be so heavily 
feathered. Feathers on the legs are 
of no particular benefit but really in- 
jurious at some seasons, and It is diffi- 
cult to conceive of a reason for such 
preference. The true course to pur- 
sue is to breed away tho leg-feather- 
ing entirely, but so far this course has 
received but little encouragement. — 
Mirror and Farmer. 



Brutality and Sport, 

Tho history of the hearty, healthy 
game of foot ball has been of late sadly 
defaced by incidents involving brutal 
conduct by the players, extending 
even to the crime of mayhem. In 
one game reported a promising lad 
was fatally injured; and all who have 
seen important contests in this line 
have been painfully thrilled by tht 
rough encounters that constantly oc- 
curred. 

Spirited and plucky boys, fired by 
sentimental enthusiasm for their col- 
lege or their clubs, daily enter into 
slugging contests that would not be 
allowed in the prize ring and that are 
entirely foreign to the legitimate and 
manly game which they profess to 
play. A persistence in this line would 
make sluggers and biters the cham- 
pions over the fleetest runners and 
most skillful kickers. 

Foot ball is essentially a rough 
game. It therefore demands good 
temper and a decent regard for the 
bones and tissues qf one's opponents. 
Tho present danger of tho noble sport 
seems to be that the ambition of heed- 
less boys will bring it into disrepute 
through a kind of play that requires 
muscle and brutality rather than skill. 
—New York Herald.

The raw material, spruce and poplar 
wood, is much cheaper in America 
than in any other country, and we 
should even be able to supply all local 
demands. Again, the importer of 
pulp from Europe must pay a duly of 
$6 a ton, dry weight, which is just so 
much to the advantage of the Ameri- 
can producer, as also the oost of freight 
and shipping expenses from abroad. 
On one day in July last 4,000 bales of 
foreign pulp were entered at the Bos- 
Custom House. Another notice- 
able feature in tho wood-pulp trade is 
the shipment by a Bangor manufact- 
urer of a full cargo of wood pulp to an 
English port. One would think that 
the English paper mills would be 
large customers for American wood 
pulp, when forest growth ot spruce 
sud poplar are unknown in England.
